Four Lives Lost. 


So far, apart from the four lives 
already lost, there is nothing definite 
regarding the loss of life, but a re­ 
port was received here to the efiect 
that a fam ily of six had been bur#ed 
up In the vicinity of Sandon, but the 
names cannot be learned. 
In fact, all 
details from the fire stricken area are 
very meager.

The telegraph operator wired that he 
was fleeing to the hills and since then 
Sandon cold not be raised.

Banff, Alta., Ju ly 22.— The Rockies 
present a glorious sight for they are 
a mass of flames as far as the eye 
can reach both north and south.

far all the flames are west of here, but 
they appear to be rapidly eating their 
way eastward. 
The entire country is 
covered with a smoky mantle.
